Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 2. A memoran-
dum setting forth the motives which
induced Bulgaria to occupy the Eastern
Roumelian section of the Oriental rail-

way has been prepared for submission
to the Powers. Germany and Austria
have made formal protest against the
continued occupation of this road, and
Great Britain and France have joined
with them in notifying Bulgaria that
its position in this matter is unjusti-
fiable. The memorandum declares that
it is no 'longer possible to
the status quo ante, and renews the as-

surance that Bulgaria will safeguard
foreign interests. Bulgaria ia insist-
ing upon Turkey's recognition of the
diplomatic character of J. S. GuecholT,
the Bulgarian diplomatic agent at Con-

stantinople, who recently returned here
as a protest againxt the failure of the
Turkish foreign minister to invite him
to a dinner given to the diplomatic
body.

Constantinople, Oct. 2. The views ex
pressed by Turkish official indicate
that the conflict with Bulgaria respect-
ing the Oriental railway is in a ftiir
way toward settlement. Negotiations
are now proceeding with.Jhe adminis-
tration at Sofia. It is also believed
here that Diplomatic Agent GueehofT
will return to Constantinople following
r presentations which have Wen made
to Bulgaria with regard to the incident.

Niagara Falls," in The Popular Science
Monthly, the author, Dr. J. W. Cpencer,
